Handed to General Walters
October 9, 1971

The Chinese kside agrees to the name list of the U.S. flight
crew and would like to be provided with the name list of Dr, Kissinger's
party in protocol order (including name, sex, designation and passport
number). Entry visas will be issued upon arrival in Shanghai.

The Chinese side would like to know the time of arrival
scheduled for Dr. Kissinger's special plane in Shanghai and that of
his departure at the conclusion of the visit. It is preferable that the
arrival in Shanghai be between 0800 and 0900 on October 20th.

The U.S. flight crew is requested to wear civilian attire
and not to carry weapons openly.

Banks in China normally do not accept U.S. dollars but can

exchange them for foreign guests as an expediency.
